Chamber of Commerce

The Board of Directors of the Plano Chamber of 
Commerce, in their desire to be of service to the 
Chamber of Commerce and the citizens of Plano, have 
developed a program on energy conservation. 


The publicity and concern that is being given to up­ 
dating previously owned homes to conserve gas and 
electricity can generate confusion and misguided action, 
pointed out Wes Newell, Chairman of the Energy Task 
Force. 


This is the first in a series of six articles, each one 
giving detailed information about a different, but 
relatively important aspect of total conservation of 
heating and cooling. 


The Chamber of Commerce is not endorsing any 
particular formula, Newell stressed, but it will attempt 
to give the property owner some guidelines that will 
enable him or her to make the proper decision in regards 
to “retrofit” their property. 
The areas to be covered in these articles over the next 
six weeks are energy efficient rating (ERR) air con­ 
ditioning and heating units, glass area and infiltration, 
ceiling and wall insulation, thermostat control and how 
to determine value received for dollars expended 
Finally, if anyone would like information on a specific 
problem or subject, call the Plano Chamber of Com­ 
merce at 424-7547 or come by 1200 E. 15th St. and make 
your request known.

Season tickets for the Plano 
Wildcats’ five 1977 home football 
games will go on sale at 9 a.m. Aug. 8 
at the School Administration Building, 
1517 Ave. H. 
Tickets may be picked up in person 
from 9 a.m. to I p.m. and from 5-7:30 
p.m. both Aug. 8 and 9 and from 9 a.m. 
to I p.m. Aug. IO. Mail orders will also 
be accepted if postmarked no later 
than Aug. 5. All tickets ordered by 
mail will be forwarded to the season 
ticket holders Aug. 8-10. 
Since the 1977 home games will be 
played at the new stadium on Spring 
Creek Parkway, seating locations 
have had to be converted to the new 
stadium’s design.

Financing System 
May Be Outlawed

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Critics of 
the legislature’s $945 million school 
finance bill are predicting court 
challenges before the ink is even dry. 
And a federal judge’s ruling 
W ednesday 
gave 
credence 
to 
arguments that courts will strike 
down lawmakers’ complicated effort 
to compromise competing interests of 
rural and urban, rich and poor school 
districts. 
U.S. District Judge Jack Roberts 
turned 
down 
petitions 
for 
a 
preliminary injunction against the 
state but left no doubt he intends to 
strike down the school finance system 
as unconstitutional unless Texas 
comes up with a new defense at the 
final hearing on the suits. 
State officials say they are un­ 
certain whether changes die special 
legislative session voted in the school 
finance system as part of a $945 
million increase in state aid to 
education will answer complaints 
raised in federal court. 
Leander 
and 
San 
Augustine 
initiated the challenge of the current 
finance system, complaining it forces 
poor rural districts to pay more 
toward education costs than rich 
urban districts. 
Critics say the new law does not 
solve inequities in state aid to rich and 
poor districts and in fact is a step 
backwards from the program set up 
by the 1975 legislature. 
“I think the whole m atter of equity 
for the taxpayer and equity for the 
kids has been ignored,” said Sen. 
Carlos Truan, D-Corpus Christi, one of 
seven senators who voted against the 
bill. 
“We continue to allow the rich 
districts to freeload on the system 
while other citizens whose taxable 
wealth is much less have been making 
a good faith effort to assess taxes and 


collect taxes on full market values,” 
Truan said. 
Sen. Ron Coleman, D-El Paso, one 
of 24 representatives who opposed the 
bill, said El Paso and some other 
urban areas will have to raise local 
school taxes because of the bill. 
“The poorer districts will have to 
make a greater tax effort,” Coleman 
said. “I think it’s overt discrimination 
to widen the equity gap. We’ve been 
warned before. I don’t think federal 
courts are going to continue to allow 
us to finance schools on a formula that 
discriminates against poor districts.” 
Hie $945 million bill allocates $345.2 
million for teacher pay raises, $341 
million for reducing local districts 
share of education program costs 
(with rich districts getting the 
greatest benefits) and $142 for 
equalization aid to the poorest 
districts. 
Teachers and school administrators 
were keenly interested in 
the 
legislation and practically fell over 
themselves endorsing competing and 
frequently diam etrically opposed 
proposals including their pay raise. 
“They bought and sold off on so 
many different things it was in­ 
credible,” said one insider. 
Coleman said: “TSTA and the 
superintendents were fearful that 
they’d get no bill at all if they didn’t 
support the speaker’s bill. There was 
a lack of wilingness to fight for what’s 
right for fear they won’t get their nest 
feathered.” 
One key leader in the school finance 
fight put it more bluntly in a not-for- 
attribution comment. 
“The school adminsitrators made 
complete asses of themselves,” he 
said.

Law m akers’ confusion over an 
already complicated subject was 
heightened by the changing stands of 
various school groups.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
What the country needs at 
this time, I think, is a simple, 
logical explanation of what 
caused last week’s New 
York City power failure. 
Despite three separate 
investigations that have 
been going on this week, 
many citizens still do not 
have a clear picture of what 
happened. 
After conferring at length 
with city, ®,tate and federal 
experts, I am now in a 
position to draw all the 
threads together. Probably 
the best way to help you 
understand it is through the 
familiar catechism format. 


Q. How did the blackout 
start? 
A. The first incident in the 
chain of events that broke 
down the power system 
occurred in a remote section 
of Manhattan when a cow 
belonging to a Mrs. O’Leary 
kicked over a lantern in the 
barn. 
Unable to milk the cow in 
the dark, Mrs. O’Leary ran 
an extension cord from her 
house 
This put an extra 
strain on the city’s electric 
transmission lines. 


Q. Do you mean a little 
thing like that could cause 
the whole system to go on the 
blink? 


A. 
Not 
that 
alone. 
Ordinarily, the outage could 
have been contained by 
adjusting the M anhattan 
transformer. However, the 
power company official who 
had the key to the substation 
was attending a party on 
Staten Island. 
After 
receiving 
an 
emergency phone call, he 
hopped aboard the ferry to 
return 
to 
M anhattan. 
Unfortunately, the ferry 
struck an iceberg and sank. 
So the only person who 
could have prevented the 
overload from spreading 
never made it to shore. 


Q. Why didn’t the power 
company bring in electricity 
from the Brooklyn sub­ 
station 
to 
offset 
the 
overload? 
A. A short time after the 
Staten Island ferry struck an 
iceberg, 
the 
Brooklyn 
substation was damaged by 
a severe earthquake. 
With both substations now 
inoperative, 
the 
power 
company had no choice but 


to starting shutting off 
electricity to parts of the 
city. 
Q. 
What rotten 
luck! 
Couldn’t they have stepped 
up the output from the Bronx 
substation to compensate for 
the 
power 
drain 
in 
Brooklyn? 
A. 
Theoretically, 
yes. 
Before that could be done, 
however, a volcanic eruption 
in the Bronx covered the 
substation with lava and 
knocked 
out 
the 
tra n ­ 
sformer. 
Q. Those things happen. 
Birt what was the matter 
with the Queens substation? 
Wasn’t it supposed to have 
sufficient capacity to meet 
the needs of the entire city in 
an emergency? 
A. Only when it’s dry. 
Q. Why was it wet? 
A. Another act of God. The 
Queens 
substation 
was 
directly in the path of the 
tidal wave that struck the 
East River shore. 
Q. Thanks for clearing this 
up. What was the main 
lesson that was learned from 
the blackout? 
A. Any time there is a 
massive power failure, avoid 
human error at all costs.

The widespread looting and arson that occurred in 
parts of New York Wednesday night as the city lay 
without electrical power must come as an unpleasant 
reminder to Americans that the absence in recent 
years of major urban disturbances has not meant the 
disappearance of a deep sense of social and economic 
bitterness on the part of many poor people. The 
plundering and destruction of property that took place 
in Harlem and Bedford-Stuyvesant and the South 
Bronx were clearly outrages against both the law and 
the concept of an orderly, civilized society. Yet we 
think it would be wrong, and very possibly dangerous, 
if the public does not temper its indignation with an 
attempt to understand the implications of what has 
happened. 
Some of the looting was sheer gangsterism — the 
theft of goods for profit. Some of it proceeded out of 
personal opportunism. And some must have been in­ 
spired by the thought of economic revenge against 
more privileged classes. If the 3,000 or more who were 
arrested, however, can be regarded as the tip of the 
iceberg of looters, so to speak, then it must be assumed 
that great hordes of poor New Yorkers took to the 
streets because their social restraints were no longer 
operative. The fact that the ruin of entire commercial 
districts could hardly improve the economic lot of their 
neighborhoods obviously failed as a disincentive to 
loot.

Few industries have been the target of a “damned if 
you do, damned if you don’t” criticism more than the 
nation’s utilities. 
If they try to provide adequate energy service for the 
future, they are criticized by environmentalists and 
consumer groups. 
If, on the other hand, opposition hampers their ability 
to construct facilities capable of dealing with the 
blackout which hit New York City, they are criticized 
by everybody for not being able to meet the crisis. 
It should be obvious to all but the most biased viewer 
that the utilities have taken steps to minimize the ef­

measures taken during the last decade prevented the 
New York blackout from escalating into the region- 
wide blackout which cast the entire Northeast into 
darkness in 1965. 
Even though the nation’s largest city and its suburbs 
were affected, Consolidated Edison should not be 
blamed. For years, New York City’s energy outlook 
has been bleak, particularly in the summertime. The 
threat of brownouts has become common because the 
utility was a whipping boy for politicians, consumer 
groups and environmentalists for years. 
When utilities are denied adequate rates to provide 
the capital for expensive equipment, the entire power 
system suffers. When a utility is opposed in its plans to 
build more power plants to meet increasing demands, 
the ability to function properly in times of crisis is 
jeopardized. 
New York is in the midst of a mayoral election 
campaign. Undoubtedly the politician will seize upon 
the opportunity to distort the blackout to their own 
advantage. They will ignore the opposition to the 
utilities down through the years. They will ignore their 
own role in creating anti-utility sentiment.

The Korean incident tragically reminds us of the 
delicate and vulnerable nature of peace. And it 
reminds us that no matter what the relative strengths 
of two counties, in a world constantly aware of and 


afraid of the Next Big War, military power means 
little. 
North Koreans killed three Americans who ap­ 
parently strayed acciddntaly into communist territory. 
The Americans certainly committed no offense that 
called for their killing. And the North Koreans seem 
prone to killing Americans in such situations. 
Therefore, as would be expected, the world watched 
and wondered if the peace — shaken by this act — 
would be completely shattered by a United States 
retaliation. Instead of chaos, there came calm. 
President Carter said last Thursday that “our primary 
interest is in having the incident not escalate into a 
confrontation.” It is a response that one would expect 
in order to avoid deploying of troops, more killing, a 
war. A reasonable responsible response. No President 
wants a confrontation on his hands or his conscience. 
Nor do most of this country’s citizens. 
But a confrontation came of course with the news 
that the helicopter had been shot down. And the 
confrontation between a military giant and a military 
dwarf, found the giant with no advantage. All the 
superweapons and money and troops that American 
can muster do nothing to combat the desire to stay out 
of war. 
North Korea knows this. It knows that that desire is 
the equalizer. It knows it can capture American ships, 
hack to death American soldiers, shoot them dowr 
without fear of the giant retaliating in kind. 
Military super-strength may have its advantages. It 
may deter some counties from attacking our shores 
and cities. But in a situation like the repeated incidents 
in North Korea, most of that strength is meaningless.

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Dear Dr. Greenstone, I have just had my first baby. 
Everything was fine and I felt great all during the 
pregnancy. I enjoyed almost the entire time. Now, however, 
I get depressed at times, and everything does not seem to be 
going as well as I thought it would. What’s the matter? 
Dear Reader, Your pregnancy may have been enjoyable 
for several reasons. You were probably in good health both 
physically and emotionally. Also, it is probably true that 
during this time you were the center of attention, and 
received a great deal of warmth both from your husband and 
family as well as from your friends. The prospect of being 
a mother was probably a source of good feelings, too. 
Now that the baby is here, the center of your world has 
shifted somewhat away from you and toward your child. The 
recognition of this, as well as the fact that your body is 
feeling the stress of birth and needs rest, can often lead to a 
significant letdown. 
Your youngster requires much of your attention. What you 
were able to do for yourself before, may not be as easily done 
now. At first, you may not have time for friends, or exren 
much time for your husband. The resulting guilt at not being 
“perfect” in all these aspects of your life may depress you 
even more. 
It may not be unusual, at times, for you to feel some 
resentment toward your baby for infringing on you the way 
that he does. It is also not unusual for you to feel unsettled 
about your role as a mother, and your somewhat altered role 
as a wife. 
While it is not at all unusual for you to experience any or 
all of these feelings subsequent to the birth of your child, if 
they become too intense, they can drastically effect your 
own effectiveness, and your relationship with your child and 
husband. The following are suggested to help you during the 
letdown period: 
1. Do not scold yourself for being tired or for feeling 
depressed or resentful. Accepting yourself as you are, and 
realizing that what you feel is not usual under the cir­ 
cumstances, will probably produce more positive results 
than ridiculing yourself for not being perfect. 
2. Do not forget that as much time as the baby may need 
from you, that you also need time for yourself. 
3. Try to get out of the house by yourself or with a friend for 
a while during the day or evening. Leave the baby with your 
husband or with someone that you trust, and take some time 
for yourself. 
4. Your husband may need some time out also. Work out 
these arrangements together. 
5. Find a good babysitter as soon as possible. You may 
have already done this while you were pregnant. If not, do it 
now, and use the sitter at least once a week. Take this time 
for you and your husband to go out together. The time spent 
building a stronger relationship with your husband is just as 
important as the time you spend building a relationship with 
your baby. 
6. If the letdown is too intense for you to cope with by 
yourself, or if it lasts what you consider to be an 
unreasonable amount of time, seek professional help. Your 
family doctor, or a marriage and family counselor can often 
be of assistance, and can help you through this time.

that each individual should 
be judged on his merit and 
his ability to do the job, not 
on the color of his skin; but 
look at what has happened.

discrimination and then the

Smith 
has been a commercial 
banker since graduating 
from college, having initially 
been with one of the larger 
Man Swims River 
To New Orleans

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — 
When Wayne Thompson 
visits New Orleans for the 
Mardi Gras next year, he’ll 
use a different mode of 
transportation. 
He’s sworn off marathon 
swimming, at least for a 
while. 
Thompson, 34, paddled 
past 
the 
sternwheel 
steamboat 
Natchez 
on 
Tuesday and hauled himself 
over rocks and driftwood to 
end his 1,864-mile swim 
down the Mississippi and 
Missouri 
Rivers 
from 
Yankton, S.D. 
His face and arms were a 
deep 
bronze 
and 
his 
eyebrows were bleached 
blond by the sun. 
“I’m going to give up 
swimming for about two or 
three years — maybe take 
up bicycling or canoeing or 
something,” Thompson said. 
“I’m just tingling all over, 
I’m so exhausted.” 
It was his second long 
swim to New Orleans. 
An insurance salesman 
from 
Portland, 
Ore., 
Thompson 
visited 
New 
Orleans for the first time last 
year in a 1,776-mile Bicen­ 
tennial swim from Min­ 
neapolis. This year, he swam 
the 1,864 miles by a different 
route to break a world 
record for marathon swims 
set in 1930. 
Thompson said he made 
friends with dozens of people 
along the route, including 
residents of La Place, La., 
about 25 miles upriver from 
New Orteans, who invited 


him to ride on a Mardi Gras 
float. But he said he’ll either 
fly or drive in to accept the 
honor. 
“Not in February, you’re 
not going to see me in this 
river,” Thompson said with 
a grin. “Not unless I ice 
skate.” 
Thompson said he con­ 
sidered giving up several 
times during the journey, 
which broke a record of 1,826 
miles in 176 days set by Fred 
P. Newton of Gainesville, 
Tex. Each time, Thompson’s 
friend John Griffin — who 
accompanied him in a motor 
home — convinced him to go 
on. 
Thompson 
originally 
planned to 
reach 
New 
Orleans on July 4th, but cold, 
bad weather and a low river 
current delayed the arrival. 
He said the last stretch of the 
trip, from Baton Rouge to 
New Orleans, 
was 
the 
toughest because he was 
constantly dodging barges 
and tankers — right down to 
the final lap where he nearly 
got run over by a tugboat. 


A crowd of about 200 
persons met Thompson at 
the Moon Walk across from 
Jackson Square in the heart 
of the French Quarter. He 
answered questions from 
reporters and spectators, 
posed a few times for 
photographers and then 
kissed a blonde friend, Lee 
Downey of Metairie, La. 
“Sometimes, you know, 
when you’re ugly, you have 
to go a long way to get a 
kiss,” said Thompson.

The fans have voted him 
the Cowboys’ most popular 
player so many tim es that 
last year he gave away the 
prize - a trip to Hawaii - to 
retired

linebacker 
Lee Roy Jordan. 
But

S tau b ach ’s 
popularity 
is

challenged And that is just 
fine with him. To be exact, 
Staubach says: 
“ I love to see it.” 
This is the year of Tony 
Dorsett in Dallas. Area fans 
have not been so captivated 
by a football player since 
Bob Hayes set aside his 
Olympic gold medals and 
started running under long 
touchdown passes a dozen 
years ago. 
Dorsett has received the 
type of attention a Heisman 
Trophy w inning, all-tim e 
leading collegiate rusher 
would expect to get, and 
more so.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - In 
most small to medium-sized 
college towns, the school’s 
football coach — at least if 
he is a good one — is king. 
And so it was with Darrell 
Royal for two decades. 
Royal showed up at the 
University of Texas in 1957 
and turned the Longhorns 
into one of the most feared 
collegiate football clubs in 
the country. Under Royal’s 
guidance they captured the 
national championship three 
times, won 167 games and 
lost only 47. 
He was as well known and 
usually more popular than 
the governor of the state and 
some of his one-line quips 
have come close to being 
parts of American slang. 
For instance, when ex­ 
plaining that he planned no 
lineup changes for a certain 
ball game, Royal would say: 
“We’ll dance with who 
brung us.” 
And when trying to point 
out that the upcoming op­ 
ponent was a particularly 
talented group, he was apt to 
say: 
“They didn’t come in on a 
load of wood.” 
But the pressure began to 
build. Royal sought more 
and more time away from 
the office, finding enjoyment 
in the company of the 
nation’s top country and 
western singers. 
He openly feuded with the 


coach of rival Oklahoma 
University, Barry Switzer, 
over 
the 
recruiting 
of 
athletes and the alleged 
spying on Texas workouts. 
Finally he quit as head 
coach last November. 
Royal stayed on as athletic 
director at the university, 
but it did not take long for his 
powerful 
influence 
to 
diminish. 
His personal choice for a 
successor 
— 
long-time 
defensive coordinator Mike 
Campbell — was overlooked 
by school officials in favor of 
Wyoming head coach Fred 
Akers, a former assistant of 
Royal’s. 
But if Royal harbors any 
hard feelings from that 
incident he does not show 
them and he has spent much 
of his time this spring and 
summer playing golf. 
“It used to be that people 
would come up and com­ 


pliment me on our team,” 
said Royal. “I enjoyed it, but 
it just made me work harder 
the next season. You always 
think you have to keep im­ 
proving yourself. Like I’ve 
always said, a little bit of 
perfume won’t hurt you, if 
you don’t drink it.” 
Royal seldom stays in the 
office past 4 p.m. and did 
only token work during 
recruiting season this year.

The answer in both cases 
is no. Draft cards are no 
longer being given out. And, 
since service in the armed 
forces is now all voluntary, 
eighteen-year-olds no longer 


need to register with the 
draft board.

System has a new pamphlet 
that answers these and other 
questions about the Selective 
Service and the draft. For 
your free copy of “ Selective 
Service Information” , send 
a postcard to the Consumer 
Information Center, Dept.

They insist it is good for the 
baby (he is only 3 years old), 
but I can see through them. 
They are just trying to get rid 
of him as much as possible. 
They tell me that it is a 
good educational setting, but 
I know better. It is only a 
baby-sitting service. 
Young people are so selfish 
these days. Don’t you agree? 
A. You may be right, but 
what are the facts? Is it real­ 
ly a "baby-sitting service" — 
or an "educational setting?" 
Are they trying to expand his 
environment or merely to 
free themselves in order to 
have some time of their own 
— or both? 
Preschools and nursery 
schools are frequently well- 
planned and operated by 
highly qualified, dedicated 
people.

Mitzi Gaynor once said that 
the generation gap was the

P1 addition to many deci­ 
des of sound, the difference 
is a barrage of sexy and sex­ 
ist lyrics that come crashing 
through the music with such 
forcefulness that you’d have 
to be completely deaf to miss 
the message.

In addition, the message of 
misogamy is just as blatant. 
Countless songs blare the 
message, “I know I treat my 
baby wrong, but isn’t she 
sweet to take it so quietly?” 
Today’s young woman, it 
seems, is either a masochist, 
or in training to become one. 
One afternoon, while my 
daughters and I were making 
an automobile journey, I be­ 
gan to hear another disturb­ 
ing message. First the disc 
jockey played a song which is 
about a decade old called 
“Honey” in which the young

NEW YORK (U P I)-W ith 
unemployment distressingly 
high it remains an “em­ 
ployers m arket” but there is 
one job category where 
demand so far outstrips 
available supply as to make 
it almost an “endangered 
species.” 
“The demand is so great 
and the number of people 
entering the field so small 
that statistics project a 
shortfall of around 3 million 
secretarial jobs between 
1975 and 1985,” Mitchell S. 
From stein, president of 
Manpower, Inc., said in an 
interview. 
While part of the shortage 
can be traced to the women’s 
movement and resulting 
disdain 
for 
“ women’s 
work,” much of the blame 
lies with industry and the 
common perception of a 
secretarial position as con­ 
trasted to the reality, ac­ 
cording to Fromstein. 
“While the reality is that a 
major executive often is 
easier to replace — and 
more likely to be fired — 
than a good secretary, the 
perception of the job is far 
from that.” 
From stein 
said 
the 
secretary more often is 
viewed as the lowest rung on 
the m anagem ent ladder, 
instead of the vital link — or 
entry position — that it 
actually is. 
“A secretary is in a much 
better position to learn the 
workings of a company than, 
say, a mail room clerk, but 
the latter often is chosen by 
an applicant as an entry 
job,” he said. 
In order to cope with the 
ever-increasing amount of 
paper work and routine 
office jobs, industry will 
have to do more to attract 
young 
people 
to 
the 
secretarial field, Fromstein 
said, “ beginning at the 
educational level, where 
business courses have all but 
disappeared 
from 
high 
school. The job also must be 
upgraded and industry must 
take an active part in doing 
so if it hopes to attract a high 
caliber of young people, he 
said. 
But 
there 
are 
good 
secretaries around — like a 
recently divorced acquain­ 
tance who says, “ I like being 
a secretary. I don’t want to 
be an ‘executive assistant,’ 
or help run the office, I just 
want to be a secretary. And 
I’m a good one.” 
The trouble is, she says, it 
is more or less of a dead end 
as far as salary goes, an 
important factor when “it’s 
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the only salary instead of a 
second salary.” 
While most entry jobs are 
low salary, Fromstein said, 
there should be a better 
system 
of 
identifying 
secretarial levels that would 
provide people with very 
high skills and a great deal 
of experience with com­ 
mensurate salaries. 
“There are a lot of women 
out there — women like your 
acquaintance who like se­ 
cretarial work, and married 
women who were skilled 
secretaries when they were 
younger and would like to 
reenter the field.” 
Fromstein thinks one way 
that industry could attract 
many 
of 
these 
skilled 
secretaries is by offering 
flexible hours. 
“ Flexibility 
in 
work 
schedule is what attracts 
most people to our tem­ 
porary help agency,” he 
said. 
“ The 
flexible 
work 
schedule has been used for 
full-time help, but on a very 
limited basis nationwide,” 
he said. “Where it has been 
tried, it’s been tremendously 
successful.” 


wife dies, and the singer 
misses her a lot.

She remembers listening to 
popular music when she was 
growing up, and feels that the 
messages were easily in­ 
ternalized. She learned that 
women should be “pretty in­ 
stead of smart, weak instead 
of strong, wives instead of 
athletes,” and so forth. 
“A lot of women,” says 
Holly Near, “are now realiz­ 
ing that those songs were re­ 
ally out of line, so they’re cre­ 
ating their own music.” 
Esther Phillips, who is part 
of the new feminist network 
in music speaks out for re­ 
claiming some of the things 
our modern society, and 
popular music especially, has 
stripped from women. Her 
song, “Disposable Society,” 
claims that a consumer soci­ 
ety has thrown away “the 
best in me, They’ve thrown 
away sincerity, the keystone 
of integrity.” 
Phillips, like other women 
who are formulating record­ 
ing companies, distribution 
networks, Jem inist talent 
agencies, and concert pro­ 
duction companies, do not 
want to duplicate men’s posi­ 
tion in the music industry. 
They hope to establish a 
woman’s philosophy, one that 
enriches the world in which it 
exists.

Q. We are moving into our 
first new home from a small 
apartment and have two 
small children. Unfortunate­ 
ly our new home does not 
have a family room so the liv­ 
ing room will have hard 
wear. 
I would like to create an at­ 
tractive room which at the 
same time will be fairly easy 
to maintain and keep looking 
nice. 
We are trying to select 
carpeting and draperies as 
well as buy furniture. Please 
would you suggest some ideas 
for a heavily used room such 
as this.? — T.N. 
A. You can have both prac­ 
ticality and beauty if you do a 
bit of planning ahead of time. 
From a practical point of 
view, I think the floor cover­ 
ing is one of the major items 
to plan for with an eye to 
function. Have you ever con­ 
sidered a printed carpet and 
plain fabrics on the furniture 
rather than the other, more 
traditional way of doing it? 
For 
example, 
Evans- 
Black’s Print Parade collec­ 
tion features rugged, level 
loop carpeting of Anso nylon 


in a color scheme of natural, 
earth tones featured in an all- 
over daisy pattern. You 
might well start with a soil 
hiding floor covering such as 
this that would establish your 
color scheme. 
From there, select a sofa in 
one of the shades taken from 
the carpeting — perhaps a 
beige in a knubby weave that 
is treated for soil resistance. 
Fd select reversible cushions 
on the seats and backs for ex­ 
tending the wear. 
You might add to the 
room’s furnishings with a 


pair of chairs. Consider wood 
arms for the chairs (and even 
wood edges on the sofa arms 
would help) to reduce soiling 
and wear. 
For the chair seats choose 
still another shade from the 
bounty of flowers on your 
floor. 
Take a pale, pleasing tone 
for the walls and perhaps re­ 
peat the wall color in simple 
draperies to enlarge your 
room. 
For more function I’d 
select a coffee table and end 
tables that are particularly 
sturdy in designs and which 
are topped in plastic laminate 
so that spills will not send you 
into a tizzy. 


Another suggestion is to 
carefully plan the placement 
of your television set if it is to 
be a part of the room. Chil­ 
dren and adults both are hard 
on furniture when watching 
television so if you can design 
a little corner for television 
watching with some lounge 
furniture covered in vinyl 
upholstery, you’ll save your 
other pieces some of the wear 
and tear. 


Q. I am interested in trying 
to paint some early American 
flowers and birds on an old 
dresser and chest I have re­ 
cently purchased. 
I don’t 
have much artistic ability so I 
really need some help. Do you 
have any ideas? — W.R. 
A. Go to any art store and I 
am sure you can get some 
help in selecting the supplies 
you will need. Two books that 
would help are “The Furni­ 
ture Doctor” by George 
Grotz, published by Double­ 
day (with good directions dn 
using paint 
and

powders), and “Early Amer­ 
ican Design Motifs” by Su­ 
zanne E. Chapman, published 
by Dover Publications with 
500 illustrations that should 
provide you with lots of 
inspiration for your project. 


In California Infants 
Deaths, Botulism Linked

SEATTLE 
(UPI) - A 
scietist says new evidence in 
the death of infants in 
C a l i f o r n i a 
w a r r a n t s 
thorough 
study 
of 
a 
suspected 
link 
between 
infectious 
botulism 
and 
some cases of the sudden 
infant death syndrome. 
Dr. Stephen S. Anion, who 
works in Berkeley for the 
California State Department 
of Health, made the proposal 
recently at the 
annual 
meeting of the Society for 
Epidemiologic 
Research. 
In the past few months, he 
and his colleagues have 
found botulism organisms in 
three babies who died and 
botulism toxin in two other 
babies who died. 
“We believe that the few 
positive results which we 
have collected to date are 
suggestive 
enough 
to 
warrant a thorough study of 
infant botulism as a possible 
cause of some cases of the 
sudden infant death syn­ 
drome,” he said. 
Press reports last fall, 
when discovery of infectious 
infant botulism was an­ 
nounced to the public, dwelt 
heavily on the possible 
connection between infant 
botulism and the sudden 
infant death syndrome. 
But Amon cautioned that 
while infant botulism may be 
implicated in a small per­ 
centage of deaths caused by 
the syndrome, it does not 
explain all such deaths. 
“Jaundice was considered 
one disease 300 years ago,” 
said Amon. “Now we’ve 
found that what we called 
jaundice 
was 
actually 
dozens of diseases, all of 
which had some of the same 
superficial 
characteristics. 
“Most investigators now 
believe that the sudden in­ 
fant 
death 
syndrome 


represents the final pathway 
common to many different 
causes.” 
Arnon said that 28 cases of 
infectious botulism have 
been confirmed in babies 
since it was recognized just 
last year and that there are 
probably several hundred 
cases a year within the 
United 
States 
going 
unrecognized. 
Until the discovery of 
infectious 
botulism, 
the 
disease was known only in its 
food poisoning form. For 
example, some persons have 
died from botulism toxin 
after eating improperly 
canned goods which allowed 
the botulism organism to 
grow. 
The organism, which is 
present everywhere, can 
grow in neutral or alkaline 
places where there is no 
oxygen, giving off one of the 
most potent toxins known to 
man. 
What was discovered last 
year was that some babies 
seem to become infected by 
the spore and grow 
it 
themselves in their intestine. 
But it has been extremely 
complicated for Arnon and 
his laboratory colleague. 
Thaddeus Midura, to track 
down the disease. 
Although the researchers 
have found both the botulism 


toxin and organism in babies 
hospitalized for the disease, 
autopsy specimens from the 
five dead infants contained 
either the organisms or the 
toxin, but not both. 
The problem, apparently, 
is that it’s possible to get 
fresh 
specim ens 
from 
hospitals, but more more 
difficult 
to 
get 
fresh 
specimens from morgues. 
The researchers want to 
find both the toxin and 
organism to further solidify 
the evidence.

Other passages which 
mention the issue — in 
Deuteronomy and the two 
books of Kings — deal with 
cultic or temple prostitution 
and are not generally in­ 
voked in the debate. 
The most frequently cited 
of 
the 
anti-homosexual 
statements —• the story of 
Sodom in Gen. 19 — has 
raised the most controversy. 
The 
traditional 
in­ 
terpretation of the Sodom 
story is generally well 
known: Two persons who 
came to Sodom and were 
offered 
sanctuary 
and 
hospitality by Lot were male 
angels sent by God to 
destroy the cities of the 
plain. 
A 
m ale 
mob 
surrounded Lot’s house and 
demanded that he produce 
the strangers “that we may 
know them,” a phrase which 
has been taken to mean 
carnal knowledge. 
Lot instead offers his two 
daughters “who have not 
known man” as an alter­ 


native. 
The 
subsequent 
destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah 
by 
fire 
and 
brimstone is interpreted as 
God’s 
condemnation 
on 
homosexuality. 
For some contemporary 
commentators, such as the 
Rev. 
Bruce 
Vawter, 
chairman of the Department 
of Religious Studies at 
Chicago’s DePaul Univer­ 
sity, “there is no doubt that 
for him (the w riter of 
Genesis) homosexuality was 
the characteristic ‘sin of 
Sodom’ ...” 
Some scholars, however, 
like D Sherwin Baily, in his 
“ Homosexuality and the 
W e s t e r n 
C h r i s t i a n 
T radition,” m aintain the 
story is about inhospitality 
rather than any sexual abuse 
directed at the strangers. 
And Vawter, in an ex­ 
tensive treatment of the 
story in his book 
“ On 
Genesis, a New Reading” 
finds the Gen:sis author 
“much more concerned with 
the heinous conduct of the 
Sodomites in violating the 
code of all civilized men, 
which ascribed an almost 
sacred ch aracter to the 
'stranger within the gates,’ 
the person who had taken 
refuge within the protection 
of their walls.” 
Other scholars claim that 
the association of the Sodom 
story with hom osexuality 
was not made by other 
biblical writers but appears 
to have originated in the 
writings of Josephus and 
Philo, writers of the first 
century A.D. 
For instance, a study 
document prepared for the 
Christian Church (Disciples 
of Christ), says that other 
biblical writers, such as 
Ezekial, refer to the sin of 
Sodom as idolatry, failure to 
aid the poor and needy and 
inhospitality and not as

is 
apparently 
the 
inhospitality 
of 
the 
Sodomites that Jesus refers 
to in his references to the 
city in Matthew 10:14-15. In 
that passage Jesus is sen­ 
ding his 12 disciples out and 
he warns them “if anyone 
will not receive you or listen 
to your words, shake off the 
dust from your feet as you 
leave that house or town. 
Truly, I say to you, it shall be 
more tolerable on the day of 
judgment for the land of 
Sodom and Gomorrah than 
for that town.” 
At issue in the traditional 
interpretation versus the 
newer reworking of the story 
by biblical scholars is the 
proper translation of the 
Hebrew 
verb 
“ yadha,” 
which means “to know.” 
According to the Disciples 
study, the word appears 943 
times in the Old Testament. 
Ten times it refers to human 
heterosexual intercourse 
(“Adam knew Eve” ). In all 
other cases its meaning is 
“ to 
become 
acquainted 
with.” 
Yet, 
as 
Frederick J. 
Gaiser, assistant professor 
of Old Testament at Luther 
Theological Seminary has 


pointed out, the word seems 
to clearly have 
sexual 
connotations in the reference 
to Lot’s daughters and in the 
parallel story of Judges 19. 
“ What m eaning,” Gaiser 
asks in an unpublished 
paper, “is there in delivering 
the 
daughters 
to 
the 
Sodomites if they only want 
to ‘get acquainted with’ the 
visitors.” 
In both the Genesis and the 
Judges account, Gaiser con­ 
cludes, “yadha” refers to 
sexual activity: “No other 
possibility is consistent with 
the development of the 
narrative. If this is so, then 
both passages refer to some 
kind of homosexual offense. 
The precise nature of this 
offense, however, requires 
further investigation.” 
After 
examining 
the 
Sodom story within the 
context of the entire Genesis 
account of the story of 
Abraham and Lot, Gaiser 
concludes 
that 
the 
homosexual offense “was 
but a part of a general 
breakdown of hospitality and 
community” and that the 
homosexual act “was not 
necessarily 
m eant 
as 
referring 
to 
sexual 
preference, but rather was 


probably a sign of conquest 
and humiliation.” 
While 
a 
majority 
of 
scholars agree some form of 
sexual connotation has to be 
given the Sodom story, there 
is an increasing consensus 
that homosexuality is not its 
point nor necessarily even a 
principal part of it. 
Jesuit theologian John J. 
McNeil, in his influential 
“The 
Church 
and 
Homosexuality,” concludes 
that 
it is 
“fairly 
cer­ 
tain...that the sin of Sodom 
was understood as primarily 
one of inhospitality.” 
He notes “none of the 
biblical 
passages 
traditionally understood as 
condemning these practices 
makes any mention of the 
Sodom story. Yet such a 
reference would have been 
obvious if the sin of Sodom 
was understood as involving 
these practices.” 
In 
addition, 
a 
study 
prepared for the United 
Church of Christ adds that 
the Hebrew verb used in 
cases 
where 
the 
Old 
Testament 
refers 
to 
homosexual intercourse or 
bestiality is “shakabh” — a 
word not found in the Sodom 
passage.

In the Levitical holiness 
code there are two texts 
which 
condemn 
male 
homosexual acts: Lev. 18:22 
and 20:13. 
“There was a legitimate 
and understandable reason 
for such proscriptions in the 
life of Israel,” according to 
the UCC study. “The con­ 
demnation 
of 
male 
homosexual acts must be 
seen in the context of the 
procreative ethic which it 
served. The command of 
God to be 
‘fruitful and 
multiply’ was the overriding 
principle in the ordering of 
human sexuality and was 
clearly necessary for sur­ 
vival in ancient culture. 
“On those premises,” the 
study said, “homosexuality 
had to be outlawed. If 
procreation is the desired 
fruit of intercourse, then any 
sexual act that does not 
serve that end is by its 
nature forbidden.” 
Scholars generally agree 
that the Leviticus holiness 
code is part of the early 
Israelites 
attempt 
to 
regularize the nomadic, 
communal life where sexual 
practices had to be closely 
regulated. 
The 
first 
reference comes in a long 


list of prohibitions, including 
adultery, incest, intercourse 
during a woman’s menstrual 
period and sacrifice of 
children of the god Molech. 
The second 
reference 
comes in a similar list of 
death 
penalty 
offenses, 
including such offenses as 
cursing one’s parents, being 
a medium or wizard and 
eating unclean birds. 


“The point,” the UCC 
study said “in case it still 
escapes the person who 
would use the Holiness Code 
to enforce selectively the 
laws which condmen both 
sexual sinners and those who 
eat eagles, hawks, vultures 
and ostriches is that no 
Christian ethicist will defend 
the Code en toto or interpret 
it literally today.” It said 
those who seek to make 
some of the laws binding and 
not others need to spell out 
why. “Mere inclusion in the 
Bible obviously fails as a 
rationale since other in­ 
clusions 
are 
readily 
dismissed.” 
The New Testament 
In the New Testament, 
there 
are 
three 
basic 
r e f e r e n c e s 
t o 
homosexuality, all in Paul’s 
letters: Romans 1:26-32; I 
Corinthians 6:9; 
and I 
Timothy 1:8-10. Jesus does 
not refer to the issue. 


Generally, they are all 
found in catalogues of vices, 
a standard literary device of 
the time. 


. “ In 
none 
of 
these 
passages,” said the UCC 
study, “is it the author’s 
purpose to define particular 
sins. Rather, the purpose of 
each passage is to cite 
patterns 
of undesirable 
attitudes and behavior in the 
surrounding societies where 
Christians 
found 
them­ 
selves. In none of the 
passages is homosexuality, 
as such, singled out as a 
special kind of sin.” 


Scholars approach the 
other two New Testament 
passages in similar ways. In 
the Corinthian passages, 
Paul lists homosexuality 
along with heterosexual sins, 
many of them connected 
with the cult worship of 
Aphrodite and, as in the Old 
Testament, denounced for 
their idolatry as much as for 
their specific substance. 


In the Timothy passage, 
the UCC also concludes: 
“Again, the author does not 
single out 
or 
condemn 
homosexuality as such” and 
Storaasli notes that the vices 
mentioned 
are 
not 
characterized as “contrary 
to nature” but “contrary to 
sound doctrine.”

The pressure valve is 
whistling with increasing in­ 
tensity in the property tax 
kettle. Some relief must be 
legislated soon, many home 
owners feel, or the explosion 
will be deafening. 
The situation is bad every­ 
where. But your property tax 
problem might not seem 
quite so serious when com­ 
pared with the situation faced 
by home owners in Boston. 
Taxes in this historic city 
are now over 5 per cent of the 
home’s market value. In fact, 
the annaul tax on a $50,000 
home is now about $3,500, ac­ 
cording to a report from the 
Department of Research of 
the National Association of 
Realtors. 
That’s over $291 per month 
just for property taxes. Look­ 
ing at it from another di­ 
rection, property taxes alone 
account for 14 to 16.5 per cent 
of gross income for die typi­ 
cal owner of a $50,000 home in 
Boston. 
A 28.6 per cent hike in prop­ 
erty taxes was experienced 
last year in Boston. And that 
could just speed the exodus to 


suburbs by families and bi 
ness, it was predicted uj 
Andrew Hickey, executive 
vice president of the Boston 
Board of Realtors. 


“Another possibility is that 
the rate hike could slow re­ 
habilitation of deteriorating 
homes,” he said. 
“People might think twice 
about rehabilitating or im­ 
proving their home, knowing 
that it will lead to substantial 
increases in assessed valua­ 
tion and subsequently to 
taxes that must be paid,” he 
noted. 
Another consideration: The 
increasing problem of the re­ 
gressive property tax could 
help create slums and even­ 
tually reduce the total dollars 
received from property. 
“When property continues 
to deteriorate, costs for 
service, such as fire pro­ 
tection and sewer systems, 
increase in the area on a per 
capita basis,” Hickey pointed 
out. “This, paradoxically, 
could lead to further in­ 
creases in the tax rate to pay 
added costs.” 


late-model houses and the 
price of houses relative to 
the prices of other family 
purchases,” he said. 
“ O b v i o u s l y , 
t h e 
arg u m en t...is 
m issing 
something. How else could 
single-family home sales 
and new starts be at record 
levels if most Americans are 
priced out of the market?” 
Smith said the booming 
housing market is possible 
because about two-thirds of 
all homes are purchased by 
previous homeowners. He

flationary windfall” plus 


accumulated equity, which 
permits them to buy more 
expensive homes than their 
incomes otherwise would 
allow. 
“We have found that first­ 
time buyers choose homes 
that are priced well below 
the average price, and 
downpayments are sub­ 
stantially less than the 
average,” Smith said. 
He said a survey in May of 
more than 400 randomly 
selected conventional loans 
made in the five-state area 
of Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Texas, New Mexico and 
Mississippi showed that only 
30 per cent of the firsttime 
buyers purchased a new 
home.

Can Mean Problems 


If you intend to im­ 
plant a “For Sale by 
Owner” sign in your 
front yard, be prepared 
for

inevitable 
“curiosity seekers” . 
You’ll probably spend 
more time tramping 
through the house with 
curiosity seekers than 
showing it to firm 
prospects. 


Your “For Sale by 
Owner” sign leaves you 
open to all types of 
people and problems. 
For example, a visitor 
may present an offer to 
buy on which he doesn’t 
intend to follow through. 


You may make plans 
based on accepting it, 
only to learn that the 
“prospect” had no in­ 
tention of completing 
the agreement.
